propofed at a Merry-meeting. In the Year 
1700, which was the Sixty Fourth of Mr. 
Pitifeus, his Friends refolved to celebrate his 
Birth-day; and Mr. Haima, an Eminent 
Bookfeller , fet out from Amflerdam to have 
a Share in that Solemnity. After Dinner, 
Me. Pitifews, and fome others, who took 
Tobacco, went into another Room. They 
were all very merry; the Glaffes went round 
very faft; and after much talking , the Con- 
verfation fell upon Literature. Immediate. 
ly Mr. Halma cried out, My Friends, I am 
thinking of publifhing a new Work; the 
like was never feen before: I mean a Dittioe 
nary containing the Greek and Roman Anti- 
quities in an A phabetical Order, colletted 
out of Grevius’s and Gronovias's Treafures 
of chofe Antiquities. Whereupon Mr. Pi- 
tifews added, that fuch a Di@ionary might 
be enriched with the Obfervations of many 
other Writers, who have illuftrated the Ro- 
man Antiquities fince the Reftoration of 
Learning in Eurepe, and whofe Works have 
not been inf in the Two Colleétions 


 juft now mentioned, Mr. Pitifeus was 


well pleafed with that Proje&, being fenfi 
that fuch a Diionary would be of great 
Ufe, even to the moft Learned Philologers. 


Mr. Halme defired him to undertake chat 


Work ; but Mr. Pisifows’s Modefty and his 
old Age made him unwilling to venture up. 
onit. About Six or Seven Months after,

O quis emulatur Cr fufcipit! trade 
facem & una gloriam, qua cum literis lecedie, 
& wivet. hereupon Mr. Pitifcus breaks 
out into thefe Words: <Arrigite aures maledici 
Lemicorum hoftes. Lipfius loquitur. Lipfi 
aulforitatem defugere mec debetis, mec poteftis. 
Ego, GO omnes qui mentis funt bene fanae, pluris 
facimus unius Lipfi politifimum judisium, quam 
multorum Arcadum vanifime fomnia. After 
the reading of this Paflage, Mr. Pitifcas 
ghanged his Mind, and refolved to under- 
take this Work, notwithftanding all the Dif 
ficulties which he was to overcome. 
- Our Author-takes notice,that fome Learned 
Men have done fomething of this Kind before 
him, viz. fauus Lawrembergins in his Anti- 
quariumy printed at Lyons 1622. in 4t0, Joba 
George Schielen in his Bibliotheca enusleats pube 
tathed at Ulm 1679. in 4t0.

And indegd how can the whole Body of the 
Romes, Antiquities be contained in fuchia 
fmall Compafs ?. 

Mr. Pitifcus affures us, that he has careful- 
ly perufed almoft Six Hundred Authors, 
who have treated of the. Roman Antiquities 
fince the Reftoration of Learning, and that 
he, has compofed this Dictionary out of the 
heft; Obfervations to be found:in their 4d. 
ucrfaria, Annetationes, Antenegemata, ColeBa- 
ma, Conjetianes, Divimationes, Blefla, LeGi- 
anes Amtignha, nove.” varia, Loci memorabiles, 
MifccUanca, Obfervationes, Parerga, Quaftiones 
Bpifolica, Sehediafmata, & Verifimilia. Ma- 
ny other Writers have illuftraced the Roman 
Antiquities; but Mr. Pitifcus fays he was 
not able-to buy. them-alh He: would have 
purchsfed. fome of them ‘at any rate, and 
among others Joh Baptift Fevretius, de Fe ffi- 
vis ;. Angelus Reccha, de. Gampanis ; and Henry 
Mitfchine, de Admulis aurcis ; but be could:

-Angelus Roeehs 
to his, ids ; but Didnt wan ‘ae 
almoft finifhed, As for Kit/chius, the Au 
thor has feen his Work fince, and fays itis 
forr Performance. Mr. Pitifeus makes ~ ° 
vy Complaints againft fome Learned Men 
who are, fays he, profefled Enemies to ag 
Writers of Di&tionaries, ( gui Lexicogrs le 
odio iy quam Vatiniano profcquuntur ) ne 
refuled to lend him fome of their Books for 
a fhort Time, though he begged that Favour 
of them in the moft prefling manner. 
That the Readers may confult upon Occs. 
fion the Authors mentioned in this Di@io. 
nary, Mr. Pitifcus has taken Care to quote 
not only the Books, but alfo the Chapters 
and Paragraphs, As for the Paffages of the 
Ancient Writers, he has been contented to 
infert Two or Three of the moft materia} 
upon every Head; for he could not have in. 
ferted them all without running into an ex- 
ceflive Length. He has colleéted all thofe 
Paflages with great Trouble and Labour, 
becaule moft Commentators ufe to quote the 
Ancient Authors, without mentioning the 
Chapters, or even. the Books. Mr. Pitifew 
defigned ac firft to cite the Greek Authors in 
their. own Languege ;. but the late Mr. Gre- 
vins advifed him to give only a Latin Tnn- 
flation' of-their Paffeges, “The Author takes 
no notice of any Country,.or City, or of 
any God and Goddefs, but thofe that are 
mentioned in the Treafures of Greek and Re 
man Antiquities ; and when the Authors to 
be found in thofe Collettions, do nor give a 
fatisfa€tory Account. of. a Country, or-of 
Deity, Mr. Pitifcws fupplies that Defe& out 
of other Writers. He declares, that if the 
Readers find any Faults in chis Dictionary, 
he is not anfwerable for them, fince this 
Work is wholly. made up of Materials takeo 
from other Authors, 
When the Bookfeller publifhed a Speci- 
men of this Dictionary, to have the Judg- 
ment of the Learned about it, fome.com- 
mended the Work, and‘others difliked 
r; Pitifens {ays , that his Per 
formance was very. well approved by many 
Learned Men, and amiodg others: by Mr. 
Brockhuyfin, Mr. Grevius, and Mr. Perizsmw. 
As for thofe few Criticks, who found Faule 
with ya the Author a icp ~ vel 
male fanos, atid fays they 
known to tg One of thenr objece that 


lazy’ Men. would be enabled, with the a 
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of this Di&tionary, to learn the Reman An- 


tiquities without any great Labour. Mirer , 
fays Mr, Pitifcus, non adjeciffe, abfque Profef- 
forum collegiizs. Another Critick cried out 
every where , that he had clogged his Di@i- 
onary with infi ignificant Infcriptions. Mr. P:- 
a appears es angry with that Cenfor. 
O affabre caput ! ok c, non videtur babere 
cerebrum. ofe In{criptions, adds the Au- 
thor, are fometimes abfolutely neceffary to 
prove feveral Antiquities, which cannot be 
proved bythe Teftimonies of Ancient Wri- 
ters. A Third Critick found Faule with 
Mr. a 4 for inferting foreign Ceremonies 
and Cuftoms among thofe of the Reman:, 
without confidering that the Romans borrowed 
thofe Ceremonies and Cuftoms from foreign 
Nations. AFourthCritick(fays theAuthor)was 
fo unreafonable as to cenfure himfordefcribing 
the Punifhments, which the Romans inflifted 
upon Criminals. Mr. Pitifcus takes notice 
of fome other unreafonable ObjeCions rai- 
fed againft his Work; and then affures us, 
that he has not compofed this Di&tionary in 
Hafte, having beltowed above Ten Years 
upon it. Horas fubcifivas, fays he, quas adit 
deambulationibus, alii conviviis,elii alea & pile 
tribuunt, egemet mihi ad hac peep Samph. 
This large Di@ionary of the Reman An- 
tiquities will be of great f. efpecially to 
thofe who are provided with Grevius's Tres 
fare, and other Books relating to thofle 
Antiquities, not to be found. in that Colle- 
étion ; becaufe the Author refers the Reader 
all along to thofe Books, and to that Colle- 
&ion. What remains, is to give a Specim .

And the Fourth from ‘Nifmes to 
Bordeaux, The Abbot de Vallemont, who 
hes publifhed this Part of Mr. de Rowviere’s 
Travels, fays, that if it meets witha good 
Rerepeinn, he will fhortly put out the Se- 
cond Part. : 

This Book will be of fome Ufe to thofe 
who defign to travel into France, becaufe 
the Author defcribes the Situation of every 
Town, mentions the moft confiderable things 
to. be found in it, and takes notice of the 
Diftances from.one.

vence. It is a Poem confifting of Twelye

and it has been reprinted fince in 1694, and 
1700, [tis the oddeft Piece of Poetry thar 
ever was publifhed. The Readers may judge 
of it by the Two following Paflages. The 
Author direéts his Speech to the Sains 
Baume, and to the Birds, and old Trees of 
that Defert, in thefe Words.

- HE City of Leipfick, fays Mr. Goetz, is 
one of the firit in Germany, where 
Printing has been ufed, and where that Are, 
fo ufeful to the Commonwealth of Learning, 
has been cultivated and improved. It was ia 
1494, that Mark Brandt difcovered his Abi- 
lity in that Kind by publifhing a Latin Book 
in gto. entituled, The Prafice of Phyfich, by 
Albicus Archbifbop of Prague, who was lately 
Firft Phyfician to the King of Bohemia ;. and it 
is the Firft Book printed at Leipfick, that we 
know of. Gregory Boetticher in 1493. pub- 
lifhed a Book in Folio with this Tithe: Pra- 
lefiones in authent. habite, &c. Wolfgang 
Molitor, ‘Fames Thanner, Martin Lantxberg, 
Melchior Baern, and Palentinius Schumann, {tri- 
ved to’ diftinguifh themfelves in that new 
Profeffion, by feveral Works which they 
publithed in that City. But notwichftand- 
ing al] their Care, Printing was ftill very far 
from its Perfeétion, either by Reafon of the 






unpleafant Form of tie Charadters, not un- 
like'the old Writing, aufe the frequent

fome. Valentinus Pope, ahd Erncfins Vorgelin, 
perfeéted: the Art of Printing, at Leipfck ;

&c. Voegel™m began to fignalize himfelf by 
printing the Works of Ht Semen Camerari- 
us; and the Author wonders, not without 
Reafon, that M. Mallinckrot, and M. de Is 
Cail'e, who have writ concerning the Origin 
of Printing, fhould have faid nothing of 
fuch a Printer as Voegelin, whe did not cer- 
tainly deferve to be forgotten. 

Mr. Goetz owns, that about the Middle of 
the laft Century, Printing -did very much 
decay, not only at Lefpfick, but alfo in all 
other Towns of Germany; and that "tis but 
within thefe Twenty Years, or thereabouts, 
that it begins to recover its Ancient Luftre. 
The Printers of Leipfick have not been the 
laft in contributing towards it. 

A large and publick Library was the only 
thing wanting to the City of Leipfck, in or- 
der to promote Learning) The Magiftrates 
have been enabled to fet up fuch a Library 
by Mr. Hulric Grofs, a Famous Advocate, 
who left them his Eftate, upon Condition 
that Pare of ic fhould be employed in increa- 
fing his Library. They have perfe@ly an- 
fwered his Will, fince thac Library which 
confilted only of Two Thoufand Books, 
when he died, which was Thirty. Five Years 
ago , Contains now Fourteen Thoufand Vo- - 
lumes. 

Mr. Goetz defcribes that Library, and 
mentions the moft confiderable Books, both 
Printed and Manufcript. To begin with’ 
the former, one may find in it Bibles prin- - 
ted in the Languages of Saxony, Ifend, Den» 
mark, Sweden, Livonia, Bohemia, Hungary , 
Wales, America, and Armenia ; St. Matthew's » 
and St. John’s Gofpel' in the Language of 
Formofa, and that of St. Luke in the Ma/ayan- 
Tongue; not to mention feveral Polyglot 
Bibles, Among the Books written in the 
Oriental Languages, fome being very {carce, . 
deferve to be mentioned here. Such are an 
Abridgment of the Talmud, printed in 1597. 
at Cracow in Three Volumes in Foi. the 
Postical Works of Rabbi Immanuel, printed at 
Confiantinople in 4to. and the Cremona-Edition » 
of the Book Sehar. Among the Books rela- - 
ting to Botanicks, there is an Hortus Byfletten- 
fis; Part of the Cuts are coloured with che - 
greateft ExaGinelS. Ic is the Work of Dere-. 


thyje, 
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thy-Magdalen Brummer, Wife of M. Godfrey 
Grevius. Conful of Leipfick; and ‘tis pity 
Death fhould have prevented that Lady from 
finifhing a Work, which fhe had begun with 
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great Succefs, : 

As for the Manufcripts, "oO are Five 
‘Hundred in Number, and colle&ed out of 
the Libraries of Mr. Buckinfdorff Born, Wa- 
genfeil, Pfeiffer, &c. fome are Oriental, and 
others Greek, Latin, aid German. One may 
find in that Library among others Two He. 
brew Manufcripts, which did formerly be- 
long to Mr. Wagenfeil. The Firft, above 
Six Hundred Years old, contains the Penta- 
teuch, the Book of Rath, the Song of Songs, 
and the Beginning of the Book of Efther, 
with Vowels and Accents. The Text of 
the Pentateuch is attended with the Chaldaick 
Paraphrafe, and a Commentary of Rabbi 
Solomon Son of Ifaac. That Paraphrafe and 
the Commentary differ from the printed Co- 
pies in many Places. The Second Manu- 
{cript comprehends the Pentatcuch, the Book 
of Ruth, the Song of Songs, Ecclefiaftes, the 
Lamentations, the Book of Efther, the Pfalms, 
the Proverbs, the Book of 405, noted with 
their Vowels and Accents; and laftly, che 
Book of Maccabees written in Chaldaick, part- 
ly with Points, and partly without them: 
That Book was never printed, though Mr. 
Wagenfeil defigned to publifh it, and tran- 
flated it into Latin for that Purpofe. One 
may reckon among the fcarce Manufcripts 
of that Library, never yet printed, the Com- 
mentary upon Fob of Rabbi Mofes Sow of 
Nachman ; thofe of Rabbi J/aiah Sinukel upon 
the Pentateuch, Jofbua, the Fudges, Samael, 
the Kings, the Prophets, and 706; and the 
Book fo long enquired after, and never found 
by the Chriftians, entituled, Gale Refaisa, 
that is, He who difcovers hidden things. That 
Book, the Author whereof is unknown, con- 
tains moft of the Chriftian Doétrines, as 
clearly explained as they are in the New 
Teftament. This Work was never printed, 
excepting fome fmall Fragments alledged in 
talkeut Reubbeni , which agree with this Ma- 
nufcript. Julius Conradus Otto, a Jew who 
curned Chriftian, and Hebrew Profeffor at /- 
torf, publifhed in 1625. at Nuremberg a Book 
in 4te. with the fame Title; but all che 
Learned quickly found out that it was a f{pu- 
rious' Piece,

Another 
Arabick Manufcript, not very common. is 
the Sonxa, or Second Law of the Mahometan; 
colle&ed out of the Sayings and Deeds of 
Mahomet, and publifhed * Abu Abdalla Mo. 
bammed Ibn Abil Gafan Ifmael Bochari This 
Manufcript is the more valuable, becaufe 
there is nothing of itin Print. A Third 
Manufcript , never yet printed, and not 
mentioned in the Oriental Bibliotheques of 
@ Herbelot and Hottinger, is an Arabick Gram. 
mar, written by Azizi Giraija. The Ori. 
ental Manufcripts are above {wo Hundred 
in Number. 

Among the Greek Manufcripts , there isa 
Copy of the Two Books of the Pneumatics 
of Heros of Alexandria, different from that 
which was printed at Paris in 1698. not 
only in what concerns the Text ; but alfo in 
the Divifion of the Chapters, and in the Fi- 
gures of feveral Inftruments. There is alfo 
among thofe Greek Manufcripts a very Anci- 
ent Copy of the Three Firft Tragedies of 
Sophocles, Ajax, Eleéra, and Oedipus, attend. 
ed with Marginal and Interlinear Scholia, ne- 
ver yet publifhed. Among other Books of 
this Library, that have not been printed, 
there is alfo a Manufcript containing the 
Commentary of Procius, in Seven Books, 
upon the Parmenides of Plato. 

There are Five Thoufand Medals, either 
Greek or Latin, in the Library of Leipfick. 
Among the,Gold Medals, which are a Hun- 
dred and Forty in Number, the Author men- 
tions Two of Ph:hp with a Chariot drawn 
by Two Horfes on the Reverfes; one of 
Julius Cefar with this Legend round the 
Head, JULIUS C&S. DICT. PERPETUO, and 
upon the Reverfe, pelle holding his Lyre, 
and fitting before a Pillar, againft which 
one may ice a Shieldyca Helmet, and other 
Arms, with a F Aq There is another 
Medal of Antonia, Wite.of Drufus, Germani- 
cus, with this L round the Head, .AN-

The other Medal offers on the one Side 
the Heads of the Two Poftusu:'s with this 
Legend, POSTUMUS PIUS FELIX AUG. and 
on the Reverfe, Two Figures reprefenting 
Peace and Viétory, one of which holds a 
Branch of a Palm-tree, and che other a

A Series, almoft compleat, of all the 
Wftern Emperors from Charlemagne to Fofeph 
may be feen in the fame Library. There is 
alfo a Series of Popes, and among them fome 
Coins of Adrian 1. and Leo ITT. Oriental 
Coins, and many Antiquities of feveral 
Sorts. The Author ends withthe Defcripti- 
on of a Mummy, which, fays he, is the 
largeft and beft preferved that ever was feen : 
The Figure of that Mummy has been ine 
ferted in the Book.

Fa- 
ther Je Longhgives a Lift of Six Hun- 
dred and Thirty, without reckoning 
thofe who have writ upon the whole 
Bible, ‘and thofe® who ‘have ony 
commented upon Part of the Pfal- 
ter; fo that one might very well 
affirm, ‘that there’are above'a Thou- 
fand Writers uport- the Pfalms. Fax 
ther Calmet beingfenfible that ic may 
be objeGted againft him, that there

Commentary of this Kind, anfwers, 
that the P/alms are fo obfcure, and 
of fo great a Depth, that no one 
who undertakes to clear them, can 
be faid to doa needlefsthing. Af- 
terwards the Author takes notice of 
the Difficulties that concern the 
Pfalms. ‘The firft and moft general 
is the Obfcurity of the Hebrew Text ; 
the Second proceeds from the Style 
of the P/alms ; and the Third, from 
the Loftinefs of the Matter. The 
Hebrew ‘Tongue, fays Father Calmet, 
is very little known ; whatever we 
may do, we fhall never be able to 
underftand the Signification of cer- 
tain Words. There are but few 
Books written in that Language; no 
Ancient Grammar or Didtionary :

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The Second Volume begins with 
a Differtation upon the Authors of 
the P/alms. Father Calmet draws up 
a Parallel between profane Poets, 
and thofe that were infpired by the 
Holy Spirit, and compares their 
Works together. ‘Towards the End 
of this. Differtation, he enquires 
whether the Authors of the Pfalms 
compofed them ex tempore, or with 
Study and Reflection. The. laft 
Opinion appears to him more reafo- 
nable: One may eafily perceive, 
fayshe, Art and Meditation in the 
Pfalms, and that they were made at 
Leifure. 


In the Second Differtation, Fa- 
ther Calmet treats of the Text and 
Ancient Verfions of the Pfalms.
